Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for 
the time being, from time to lime, by the advice of Her Majesty’s 
Privy Council for Ireland, to order that any parish or place or places 
in the County of Dublin, or County of the City of Dublin, of which 
any part should be on the south side of that portion of the River Anna 
LifFey which is eastward of Her Majesty’s Castle of Dublin, or on the 
south side of the Bayor Harbour of Dublin.and should be within Eight 
Miles of Her Majesty’s said Castle of Dublin, and within Four Miles 
of the said River or Bay or Harbour, sliould, after a certain d.iy to be 
named insuch order,bc added to and form partof thesaid Metropolitan 
Police District, and thercupon.and by force of such order, such parish 
or place or places should be and become to all intents and purposes 
part of such Police Di.strict, asiftliesaoiehad been originally included
